He has over 5 years Antarctic and sub-Antarctic experience with the 
British Antarctic Survey, Australian National Antarctic Research Ex- 
peditions and Antarctic Logistics & Expeditions and has over-wintered 
four times with the callsigns VP8PJ and VKOLD. Other DX callsigns over 
the years: A4XYF, VS5AC, V85AC, P29AC, VK8AC, 9V1DX, 9VOA and CE9/VKOLD.
